Senior officials said a consensus had 
emerged within the A dminis tration that 
the commitment of American re- 
sources in Central America needed to 
-be increased to bring it into balance 
with the policy aims of Mr. Reagan. 

Specifically, they said, the mili tary 
assistance to El Salvador and Honduras 
has not been sufficient to reverse guer- 
rilla advances in El Salvador or prevent 
the expansion of Cuban and Soviet influ- 
ence in the region. 

A More Assertive Stand 

They said the Administration plans to 
be more assertive in opposing Congres- 
sional cuts in American aid to El Salva- 
dor and legislation in the House that 
would end the financing of insurgents in 
Nicaragua. 

The dismissal last week of Mr. En- 
ders as the State Department's senior 
official dealing with Latin America re- 
sulted in part from dissatisfaction with 
his efforts to negotiate a compro mtej a 
with the House Foreign Affairs Com- 
mittee on help for the insurgents , the of- 
ficials said. 

Toe Defense Department, according 
to White House officials, has taken the 
lead in advocating a tougher stand by !
